On or about August 12, 1969, Mr. Peter Bernard, 
attorney for Eric Lindberg, visited this office in his 
capacity as an attorney for the referred-to defendant. At 
this time Mr- Bernard was interested in the rehabilitation 
of a 19 year old boy, who was charged with armed robbery 
in the Criminal District Court for the Parish of Orleans* 
Mr* Bernard represented to you and i that Eric Lindberg was 
a candidate for rehabilitation under the Federal Program 
NARA- In order for Eric Lindberg to be assigned to the 
rehabilitation program, it was necessary that he receive a 

( Suspended sentence as a result of the current charge* 
recent decision of the Louisiana Supreme Court, initiated \ 
by the New Orleans District Attorney's Office, held that / 
one charged and one who is convicted under Paragraph I4;6<y 
cannot received a suspendedsentenca - * 


This office has in its possession a progress 
sheet, dated June 23, 1969 (2 days before the armed robbery] , 

from Dr- Wells Buddington, psychiatrist from DePaul Hospital 
which states in part as follows; 

** * . . in view of his uncontrollable behavior 
and complete inability to adapt, I feel he needs 
long term institutionalization**' 

In order for the defendant Eric Lindberg to be 
eligible for the Federal Rehabilitation Program it was the 
decision of this office to accept a plea of guilty to simple 
robbery. The conditions upon acceptance of the simple robbery 
plea were that Eric Lindberg s^ggfyiji2,^ssth|y3^^hree^3)^ 
years ^ f| 

Ills father had guaranteed* Further condition was that the 
victim receive restitution for the $166*00 which was taken 
in the armed robbery*

The decision of this office to accept a plea 
of guilty to simple robbery would have allowed the defen- 
dant to seek rehabilitation and, if successful, then our 
decision was in the best interests of the community and 
in the rehabilitation of a 19 year old boy. This decision 
is also based on the fact that a very lengthy, complicated, 
and costly to the State of Louisiana, series of hearings 
would have had to be held to determine the sanity of Eric 
Lindberg at the time of the trial and at the time of the 
commission of the armed robbery. If Eric Lindberg is not 
rehabilitated as a result of his conviction to the Federal 
Rehabilitation Program, upon his return he will have to 
spend five years in Angola for the crime of simple robbery 
which will run consecutive to the Federal sentence, and a 
five year narcotic probation in Jefferson Parish which 
will be revoked.

On March 3, 1967, I received a call from Mr* Fred Myers, 
who is a Vice President of tha Gregory-Salisbury Company- Mr* Myers 
stated that s ho r 1 1 y aj _t e r th e_a s s a s s i n a t i on of President Kennedy 
he moved to New Orleans and opened an office at 820 Julia Street* 

Often after worl^ he would go to Charlie's Bar on Carondolet Street 
for a draft baer- While in this bar on one occasion, he met a 
deaf mute he had known from Monroe, Louisiana* At this time Mr- 
Myers bought this man a meal and began to comiriunicate with him. 

The mute was probably a seaman at this time. The mute conversed 
with Mr* Myers by writing on napkins found in the bar and restau- 
rant- The mute tol d of seeing OSWALD in the place on many occasions. 
He also- reca lle d having seen dgWALfi^in the wi 

Loui^ana Sta^_ Librar y* On one occasion the mute was in the bar

Jihe napkin£_andjajy^ Mr* Myers went to the FBI 

but was given no real encouragement* Mr, Myers stated that he kept 
these napkins for approximately years but finally destroyed them-

tative firm in the country- He does not know the mute's name but does 
knov/ he came from Monroe, Louisiana, and feels that Charlie might 
know who the mute was and v^here he might ba contacted,

At 11:30 A. M- on March 28, 1967, Fenner Sedgebeer, 
Louis Ivon, and I interviewed MR. caftRLES VILLAS, MK* VILLAS 
was the owner and operator of Charlie's Place Restaurant located 
at 640 Carondelet Street in the summer of 1963, It was at this 
location during this period that MR. FRED MYERS, referred to in 
my memorandum dated March 6, 1967, met a deaf mute he had knov/n 
in ^5onroe, Louisiana. The mute told MR. MYERS of seeing LEE 
HARVEY OSWALD in the restaurant on various occasions in the 
summer of 1963. Additionally, he related by writing on napkins 
details of an alleged plot he observed OSWALD and others dis-* 
cussing in the restaurant, 

MR. VILLAS recalls a deaf mute who was patronising 
his place of business about this time, but does not recall his 
name or where he worked or lived at that time. However, he gave 
us the following description: brown hair, approximately 5*8" to 

5 '9*' tall, slightly built with a thin hollow face, clean shaven, 
he always wore a cap or hat, usually came into the restaurant 
about 5:00 or 5; 30 P. M,, and was always by himself. MR. VILLAS 
remembers the man principally because of the fact he always used 
napkins found at the various tables at the restaurant to com- 
municate with the restaurant personnel and others who might be 
seated with him. v 

MR. VILLAS stated to us that though he could not be 
positive when he first saw OSWALD'S pictures after the assasin- 
ation, he felt that he had seen the man before. This possible 
sighting would have taken place in his restaurant, but as stated, 
he could not positively state that he had been in his restaurant. 

r I have just attempted to contact MR, MYERS by phone, 

but he was out of the city of Baton Rouge and was not to return 
until later tomorrow afternoon. Therefore, Thursday I shall call 
him and attempt to get a description of the mute he is referring 
to and see whether or not he is the same mute described by 
KR. VILLAS. Also, I shall attempt to get further details on his 
meetings with the mute, and the mute*s possible location at this 
time.

Once there he would beconatantly exposed to consis- 
tent explanation of which would not be to his particular liking. 

Then again, perhaps, this is really not the proper or secure 
thin^r to do. Sheep have a tendency to panic when the iroli^ack is openly 
i*evealed to them. I often wonder if they are ready for such an exposure. 
History is deo^ving, and the deception of history hsa always led them to 
what has seemed to them, the bri^test and greenest pasture. It would be 
like telling a child on Christmas Bve that Santa Claue is a rat-fink and 
that no toys shall appear come the dawn, I really do not think they are 
really ready or will be ready to face reality for some time to come. Shall 
we allow the pasteled color of fantasy to continuo and eventually descend 
into ccMplete and frightening robotic existence, or begin to build the 
barrier against it. 

At times I think of myself as being selfish, but also 1 begin 
to question as to what side of me is selfish. Is it selfish to remain the 
rebel and the fugitive, or is it selfish not to allow them to captivate 
all in fear that if they control all existence, they shall also swallow 
and devour my individualism. This has always been a difficult and interest- 
ing analysis of the present status. It is somewhat like the gigantic ice- 
bergs in the north and south poles, If one is to melt and deatroy them too 
rapidly, then in the desolvoment, the excessive cubic feet of water shall 
undoubtedly rise and rush over the land. If the iceberg is permitted to 
remain, then too, it shall eventually begin to cover the land. ^That is the 
lesser of the two evils Hio? Hellava hypothesis isn't it? 

I shall of course keep in touch, however, and wherever possible, 
for I feel that we not only have the great possibility of doing great 
things, but eventually will accomplish great things.

He survived gunshot wound and 
took off to Mexico or Cuba in laiuich owned by Frity of the 
Hotel Lima. All of this is and was known by J. Edgar Hoover 
and FBI. 

Hagell was later arrested in B1 Paso for bank robbery 
after discharging a firearm in an El Paso bank. He was in 
Leavenworth Federal Prison for 2i years and was later brought 
to El Paso for an appeal. Appeal was denied* From there he 
was sent to Springfield, Missouri (FederadPrison) and is 
believed to still be there-(Now listed as mental patient?)

A Ifsw Parly popular 
vote under tbe coodltione eutlined will cvmand a minimum ^ 30^ of 
tbe total vote* 

That will leave the teo alder parties dividing SOjI ef the vote as 
best ther can, lo party could will a majority of eleotoral votos 
under thesa conditions as the older parties^ electoral veto stronghh 
is too evenly divided im tha riMlnlQg states.
